For the purpose of putting us back into the line of what we were 
talking about at the previous session- do you have plans to head a 
black revolution in the United States? 

Mr. Williams, No, 1 don't have any plans. In fact, T don’t have 
any plans to engage in any political activity. 


Mr. SomwiXK. Are you working for a black revolution in the 
United States ? 

Mr. Williams, No. I am not active in any politics now of any kind* 

Mr* Souhwtxr Do you seek to overthrow the Government of the 
United States by force and violence? 

M r. Williams. No. 

Mr. S&rRwxm» Are yon a member of an organization having that 
obiective? 

Mr. Williams. No, I don't belong to any organizations now. 

Mr. Socrwinfj. Did you have negotiations and correspondence with 
an organization known as “The Provisional Government of the Afri- 
can American Captive Nation” ? 

Mr. Williams* Yes. 1 received a letter from them once when 1 was 
in Cuba., 

Mr. Souhwotb, What is that organization f 

Mr, Williams, Well, it was actually an African nationalist orga- 
nization that advocated an independent state for black people. And 
they said that it would bo impossible for black people to get justice 
under the present government, and that black people should have a 
separate determination to decide their own destiny* 

Mr. Sovtrwtne. Docsthat organ izat inn still exist * 

Mr* Williams* 1 don't think so* To the best of my knowledge, I 
haven’t heard of it, 

Mr. SomwixE. What is your present relationship with the Fro- 
visionnl Government of the African Captive Nation ? 

Mr. Williams. I don't hav© any relationship with it. 

Mr* So ur witte. Did you become prime minister of this organization ? 

Mr- Williams. Yes. 

Mr. Sourwine. I would like to offer for the record a photocopy of 
a letter to Mr. Williams signed by a number of officials of this 
Provisional Government of the African-American Captive Nation 
which bears out what. Mr. Williams has just said.

Mr, Williams, Well, there were a lot of people who said they were 
citizens of New Africa who didn't even belong to the roster^ they were 
just people in the community who said they supported it 

Mr. Souuwist:. Citizens, then, were only the people who had teen 
enrolled as citizens? 

Mr, Williams. Yes 

Mr* Souewine, And all of the members were not enrolled as citizens ; 
is that right? 

Mr. Williams. What had happened was, they hud made a blanket 
statement that all black people in this country "didn't have American 
citizenship, so that would make them automatically citizens of the 
Republic of New Africa* 

Mr, SouKwufr. Is the Republic of New Africa a corporation ? 

Mr, Williams, I don't know* 

Mr. Souhwine. Is it an association? 

Mr. Williams. 1 don't know, because 1 don't know how they orga- 
nized it or under what conditions* 

Mr. Soubwine. Have you stated that there were 3 million people 
associated with the Republic of New Africa ? 

Mr. WuxiAMs. No; I haven't stated it, because I don’t know how 
many ]>eople. 

Mr. Sourwike. You do not know now how many ? 

Mr. Williams* No. 

Mr. Snruwixi-:. Do you know whether it is in the millions l 

Mr. Williams, I don’t know* I know that the sentiment for separa- 
tion would run into the millions, but a lot nf people who have seuii- 
meet for separation are not necessarily allies for the Republic of New 
Africa. 

Mr. Sot rwine* Are there very many instances of individuals taking 
oaths of allegiance to the Republic of New* Africa ? 

Mr* William*. I don't think now since I have been back, 1 haven't 
heard of any case, because they haven't teen recruiting anybody for 
tiie Republic, 

Mr. Somrwpnc, Was there much of this, that is, individual* taking 
oaths of allegiance to RAM earlier in its history! 
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Mr. WnxlAMfl. Quite a few, but I doubt—berause of the fact that 
since l have been back many people hare asked me, many people on 
the streets, how could they join the organization — so I know by that 
that there couldn’t have been any recruitment. 

Mr. SorawiNK. How does one join the organization! 

Mr. Wtcli ams. Well, T don’t know. 

Mr. Soubwtku, How did one join the organization j’ust before 3 ’ou 
resigned ? 

Mr. Williams, The only thing I know is that they would attend the 
meetings, they would go to the meetings, ami they would express a de- 
sire to join the organization. But what type of ceremony they had 1 
don't know, because I have never been in one of these meetings. 

Mr. Sotkwijrt. I will show you wlnxt purports to be a signed oath of 
allegiance to RAM and ask vnu if you have ever seen anything like 
(hat before. 

Mr. \Vixj.ia ms. Yes, I have seen tit is, because this has printed ma- 
terial on this, 

Mr. SotiK wink. Was that the usual form for an oath of allegiance! 

M r. Williams, I suppose so, because that is the only one I have seen. 

Mr. SoimwiN'E. This particular one signed by Shurli Grant i 

Mr, Williams. Ves. Anri the literature, 1 have seen the wording, and 
the literature, 

M r, SornwiNK. Do you know Shurli Grunt ? 

Mr. W rLLiAMS. Not personally, I have never met her. 

M r. SontwixK. Is that a woman ! 

Mr. Williams, Ves, 

Mr. Soi iswixK. Did you have anything to do with the delivery of a 
note to representatives of the British Government threatening re-

As a result of this, I have engendered much hatred. And many of 
the people would not give me any kind of break, t worked in the 
South. I was undergoing economic pressure. I was under harassment. I 
have had four attempts made on my life. I appealed to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which I looked upon as my Government. I 
appealed to the Justice Department, I appealed to the President, and 1 
appealed to different Senators, not for special favors, but for equal 

^When I had to leave T filed a complaint with the Justice Department 
against the chief of police, hecausc they had a hhinsnian recruiting 
Klunsmen in the pol ice station. , 

As a result of this, I lost more and more. After so long a tune I lost 
hope in the Government. I really saw that it wasn’t prepared to support 
auv constitutional rights. And this is why I refer to these people a* 
running dogs, because if they weren’t running dogs or animals, they 
would he willing 10 hear both sides of the story, they would 1* willing 
to hear my side and sit flown and listen. But they don t want to hear 
what I have got to say. They just say, well, the man must be destroyed-

And there Mas some violence, but what these people don't know* there

if r, Williams. Well, because they have a lot of churches in this 
country, and they have people who say they are Christian, but they 
an? Christian in word but not in deed. And if they wera Christians they 
would have to follow the Christian injunction of doing unto other-. 

Mr, Sgukwtne. You concluded your article in the Detroit News this 
way: ‘"There is an awful storm building up against America in the 
world, I have seen it. Only through righteousness can America avoid 
disaster* w 

Wore von talking about Christian righteousness? 

Mr, Williams. No, I was talking about morality, and becoming 
more moral 

Mr. SopBWtNE, Christian morality, J udeo- Ch ristmn morality ? 

Mr. Williams. Yes* And also from the standpoint of the Consti- 
tution, that the Constitution is good, and T think it is the sacred docu- 
ment , nod it should he followed- But if it is not followed, then the coun- 
try r:in't survive. And it \> the same with morality, because crime is 
devouring tho ccmttjay, and hostility, and hatred, and nobody seems to 
real !y to be doing anything about it. 

Mr, SounwiNK. You wrote that you had come back with “the satis- 
faction that as I have emerged from exile abroad, so shall my peo- 
ple soon emerge from the internal exile at home, either in a greater, 
more human America, or in the smoke that once was America.” 

Did you mean by that to encourage people in this country to en- 
gage m revolutionary activity ? 

Mr. Williams. No, I meant that as prophecy, as prophecy of what 
is going to happen and what is looming now on the horizon . And 
unless tilings change, unless they change, this is what is going to 
happen. It means that America now is at a crucial point, and it must 
change for better or worse., 

Mr. SboirwiNE, r rhisi that yon wnile in the article that I have just 
quoted, was it intended to make dear to the black jwople of this 
country that you think they should resort to force if they do not get 
what they want through peaceful means? 

Mr* Williams. T think they are going to resort to force any way. 
And I think the whites are going to resort to force to keep them from 
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getting what they want. And I think this constituted authority is 
going to not help the black people. And the only thing I am saying 
there. I meant to prophecy. And I hope an a result of this that some 
white*— due was directed primarily more to whites than blacks— 
blacks already know about this hostility* they already feel this feeling 
of doom and fatalism. But (lie whites yet, a lot of them don’t under- 
stand how deep this is and how serious it is. And I had hoped that 
some whites would see this and would realize that these are serious 
conditions, and they need attention. 

Mr* SomwiXE* iHd you intend to urge black people in the United 
States to avoid resort to force except for self-defense, and then only 
to t he extent abolufel y necessary ? 

Mr + Williams. Well, yes. 1 have advocated that they also use vio- 
lence as defense, for self-defense. And this is only after a breakdown 
of law and order. Self-defense is only needed if there is no protection 
under the law. And I have advocated under those conditions* if the 
lawfully constituted law fails to protect us* then we should resort to 
violent self-defense of ourselves. 

Mr, Soubwixe. Do you urge people to sock to possess and obtain 
aggressive weapons, or do you seek to urge people not to obtain and 
possess such weapons ? 

Mr* \\ ujLlI ams* What I seek to urge them to do would be to obtain 
legal weapons as a part of their constitutional right to have anus in 
their homes. But I am opposed to arms to be used for aggression other 
than other people and being abused. 

Mr. Soul MS, Are you opposed to people seeking to obtain and 
po^ssing bombs, hand grenades, Molotov cocktails* and tinners of 
that soil! 

Mr. Williams* I am opposed to bombs and things that are illegal 
to have* I think they should be law-abiding* We have got to be law- 
abiding in our struggle* and we can’t expect others to respect our legal 
rights if we don't respect the Jaw itself* 

Mr. Soubwiml \\ ould that include machineguns, sawed-off shot- 
guns and all heavier armament ? 

Mr. Williams. Yes. 

Mr. Socthwinb* You are opposed to people having that kind of arm?? 

Mr. Williams. Yes* 

Mr. SounwfXX. Do you get many requests for vour writings on ur- 
ban guerrilla warfare f 

Mr. M illiams, Well* I get unite a bit of requests everywhere. 

Mr, SoCTwiNjc* As an example of what 1 am refuting to, I will show 
you counsel's exhibit 45, which is a letter to you from a south side 
black militant group requesting your Manual on Urban Guerrilla 
\\ a r fare. Do you remember receiving that letter! 

I have no reason to think you do* I am just asking* 

Mr* W elliams. \ ou see, the thing about it, I tu-ed to get many of 
these letters. 

Mr, Sourwin'X* T was asking earlier, you do get jnanv of these 
letters? 

Mr, \\ tijjams, \ es. And the fact is that a great many of these 
people I do not know and I have never heard of, and thev think I have 
-ot some kind of manual that I don't have. But t have some literature 
that has some description in it of violence and how all this could come 
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about. And also I had a book out, "Nogro With Giui^" And the rest 
^tEirted cJ aiming that tivis was some type of a Bible for the National- 
inis* And so it is possible tliat I have seen this, and miuiy others simi- 
lar to this. 

Sir. Sourwinb, WliAt did you send people when they wrote you for 
votir writing on urban guerrilla warfare ? 

Mr. Williams. Actually what I would always do, any time I go! an 
address from somebody who was interested in my writings at. all, I 
would also put them on mv mailing list for my Crusaders, not only 
black militants* but also a lot of white racists— of course, they didn't 
know I knew they were white racists — organizations like the Minute* 
men m Virginia, 1 sent them a copy* 

Mr. Sot7BWitfE + And the Reverend Billy James Hargis f 

Mr, Williams* Ye^ I put alt of them on the list* 

Mr. Souhwine. Did he oak to be put on your list? 

Mr. Willi ams. No; they would write and ask for this literature. 

Mr. SorinviNE. Is he a militant f 

Mr, Williams* No, he is I suppose a Fascist. I know he is a racist. 
But I always sent them* I never turned anybody down, even govern- 
ment officials or people who were in the National Press Club here, 
they wrote all the way to China, and I always sent them whatever 
they n>ked for, 

Mr. Somwixs. In your writings did you many times refer to matters 
pertaining to urban guerrilla warfare"? 

Mr. Williams. Yes, I did. 

Mr. SouRwmL. Were those writings, or portions of them, ever 
brought together in one compilation ? 

M r. Williams. Not that I know of. 

Mr. SoruwiKr. Not by you anyway?

Mr, SornwtNK. Was it the first, second or third trip that the Cubans 
wanted to pay for? 

Mr, Williams* The first one. 

Mr, StirHwiKE, And alter that they didn't make any more efforts? 

Mr. Williams* Xo, because the Chinese wouldn't accept the pay 
from the Cubans. 

Mr* Sontwixr*. Did you biiv your own tickets? 

Mr. Wiijiams. No. The Foreign Minister in Cuba arranged for the 
passage. An organization in China called I lie Peace Committee was 
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responsible for getting the tickets for me. I didn't buy them* They 
had the credits there.

Mr* Williams* That is the way they issue tickets, without paying 
directly, they will lie billed by the airline* 

Mr, Sotjhwixe. The tickets were not paid for in cash? 

Mr. Williams* No, I didn^ pay cash. They may have paid cash, but 
the cash didn't come through my hands. 

Mr. Sotowtxf. You didn't buy your own tickets, then ?

Mr. Sotjrwintx 1 show you ft photocopy of a special News Service 
release from La Prensa Latina carrying an item about the grant of 
political asylum to you* This is dated October 1981- Dul you furnish 
them with any information for that* or was it prepared hr them from 
sources that you do not know about ? 

Mr. Williams. Well, some from me and some from other sources. 
They already had some knowledge of my case. 

Mr. SouKwnvE* Do you remember having seen that story ? 

Mr* Williams. No, but I remember having been in the press* 

Mr. Soubwible* If you look at the index von will see the page num- 
ber of it It is at the end of the release. C^an you tell u? if that is a 
substantially correct account ! 

Mr. Williams. That one is.

Mr. Soi RwiNF. J would like to offer for the record the text, not of 
the entire News Service release, hut just of the article headed *TT.S.

Mr. Williams* That was a scratch page of the draft that was going 
to be drafted. 

Mr. SomwixE* This was a prel iminary draft ? 

X[r. Williams. Yes* It is not an exact copy of what was put in it, 
but it was a rough draft — a ^ draft. Because they came to me on the spur 
of the moment, and they said that Fidel Castro was ready to grant me 
political asylum* but I needed to apply in writing. 

Mr SornvnxK. Do you have a copy of the petition you did file! 

Mr. Williams, I don't think so T because this was in the foreign 
ministry, and it was done on the spur of the moment*

Mr* Williams. It is similar in some cases.

Tim Freedom 
Riders and black youth of Monroe were not daunted by the harassment, but 
continued singing.

The Freedom Elders and their t-nloured supporters continued their singing 
until they arrived at the house which bad been rented fur them and christened 
“Freedom House", 

The next day. Sunday, against William*' advice the Freedom Elders deeded

^eveml of us jumped Into rani and sped towards the centre of Monroe with 
the hope of resc uing on many of our people a? possible. 

Hut u» we drew within seeing distance of the Jallfrcmse* we were blocked by a 
traffic jam. Two care of Monroe coloured men need toward uh from the town. 
They yelhnl ut u* that the police were disarming nil i he Negroes they encountered 
on the road. As we turned our car around I sow a lino of white men, some in 
police uniforms, firing downhill into where freight cars were standing- I saw 
hljivk men scrambling batmen the ears to avoid the bullets.

In 
civilized society the law serves tis u deterrent against lawless forces that would 
destroy the democratic process. Hut where there Is a breakdown of the law h 
the individual dtbfen hnn a right to protect bis powon, his family, hfs home 
and Ills property, To me this? is so simple nnd proper that it Is seif-ovident 
When on oppressed people show a willingness to defend themselves, the enemy, 
who Is a moral weakling and coward Is more willing to grant concessions anti 
work for a respectable eoiupnaplse. Psychologically, moreover. recasts consider 
theniot’lvrs auia'rior beluga and they are not willing to exchange thevr superior 
lives for our inferior ones, Th^y are most vicious and violent when they wn 
practice violence with Impunity. This we have *&own in Monroe Xonvm, 
when because of our setMcfe&se there Is a danger that the blood »f whites 
may be spilled* the local authorities in the South suddenly enforce law and 
order when previously they hud been complaisant toward lawless, racist violence.

thn Ku Kins Klan and other raeLsts. About half of the American Negri*™ are 
i-onrent rated in eleven states la the south of the United States, where the dls- 
diminattait and |**ramitlun they suffer are eai^einlly shocking.

In liKli the Negroes launched a campaign of "freedom riders** to oppose racial 
^►gTcpnikiti in imufijwrtt n campaign which rapidly spread to many states 
in the Negron In Misehrippi fought for ihc equal right to enroll In col- 
leges, and the aiuhoritics greeted ihem with a blood bath. 

This war, i he struggle of t be American Negroes started early In April in 
Birmingham. Alabama, rnnrnod, ha re-ha ndfri Xejzra people were subjected to 
wholesale arrests and the most barbarous suppression merely because they were 
holding meetings and parades against racial disc n mb Lai Sou. On June 12 Mr 
Medgttr Evet>, a leader of the Negro iteople In Ill-Hslssitipl. was murdered in 
grid blood. Around lo indignation arid defying brutal suppress m, these Negro 
mn-#cs carried on their struggle even more conragcmiiriy and quickly won the 
support of Negroes and all sections of the people throughout the Uni led States.

He refused to settle the Pakistan and 
tht Chinese border question peacefully as exemplified by the philosophy of 
nonviolence and love- Despite the Go ml bin u *‘power of love" theory 1 * evolution 
to a “force uf arms'' theory, Afronmerlcnn* are stlR being d nigged with the 
opium of the power of love a nd nonviolence. 

The forces with n vested Interest In the equilibrium of the H.S* maMer-Pluvr 
aodety and their agents of deceit m more than willing to point out to our 
miserably exploited anti dehutu nidged minuses tlmt violent resistance ami self- 
defense will mean total annihilation anti extermination. This Is In Itself an 
unwitting admission of (he hvtm&T nature of the oppressor* If *neh an oppressor 
la conceded to Ite capable of such an act of genocide nnd JiMory hear* out 
hint determination to maintain the status quo, where is the wisdom of the logic 
that he will tolerate the loss of him slave empire through peaceful means?

Tlie low of prodnrilnn nany Ih- lean 
and dlHeawd but tile Negro Ih the only herdsman limited to I he eotipts of feet 
nnd rail. The vast majority of the white have also been maatalty poisoned with

The physical cuml I tinning of a society also manifests certain relative |mychn- 
logtenl tmftsL The American mind has been conditioned tq think of great Miami* 
tics, wars and revolutionary npticavnia as taking place on distant soil Because 
of the vast upper and middle classed is the UHA r that have grown accustomed to 
comfortable living, the nation J* not psychologically prepared for ma&drc vi- 
olence and a sudden disruption of the essential agencies of the affluent society. 
The soft society is highly susceptible to panic. 

Afroamcricatis have long sought a peaceful solution to the race flotation. It is 
more than obvious that a people, who have manifested and unshakable faith In 
ibo vain hope that the government would eventually grant cl Urea ship and Justice, 
prefer* a peaceful solution. Our ixjople have dreamed and prayed for a peaceful 
transition from slavery to first class citizenship and human dignity Peaceful 
evolution, through the mediums nf legislation, law and negoMalion are the 
methods tint have been pursued for almost 200 year* under the present govern- 
ment. The results arc hitler and frustrating Indeed. The orderly social process 
baa been stymied by savage violence and brute force. 

Instead of the majority race extending brotherhood and Just Ic^ It has resorted 
to & campaign of a massive drive aimed nt extermination. The fascist elements 
are arming, not to liberate onr brutally oppressed people but to liquidate us, It 
Is becoming next to Impossible fnr Negroes to conduct a "peaceful" demonstration 
in America. A Civil Rights Bill will have no more effect (ban ihe ILH, Conn tit u* 
tlon. What Is Integration when the law paiys vrs 1 but the police and howling 
mobs say no? Oar only logical and Rtiree^aful answer is to meet, organised and 
massive violence wjfh massive and organized violence. Onr people must prepare 
to wage an urban guerrilla ivar of self-defense, Self-defense develops to the 
stugo wherein the source nf evil and terror must he eliminated. 

In Monroe, North Oftvoifnft (the first inutranre wherein highly organised ^clf- 
defenf^ units supplemented nonviolent tactics mid minced the incidence of 
resulting terror) our tore*? of defense was adequate In staving off local attacks. 
We had enough force and arms to reduce Ihe cidlfrp city to ashes. The fault, 
however, lay in the fact that we had nn isolated force without extensive out- 
Fide force* to pin down, ambush and destroy the state reinforcement a moving In 
to overpower ns. Otir self-defense forces had la remain purely static and de- 
fensive The Monroe explosion came prematurely because of our shift In emphasis 
from Mcif -defense to publicly nvetvmpha? ted ng nonviolence. The racist* seized thl« 
time of weakness and confusion to launch an oft rick to annihilate cujr forces A 
sly year effective self-defense campaign terminated In ill -fated untimely ex- 
periment with nonviolence The organisation of external forces was ju?d being 
corn-civet!. A decision was am fie to spare I he city Kins avoiding nn all -out con- 
frontation prematurely. The town would brtve been destroyed but our defense 
forces would hove been mi “died by external power, urn! the state and white 


HUprciuarJKts would hive used the eifiiuph? to intimidate other advocate* of *** It* 
defend. The racist n ew» media would have portrayed the entire operation 
as one conducted by psychotic cxtremi-us. 

The lesion of Monroe ten dies that tdOTeeLiVE* self -defense, on the part of our 
brutally oppress* nl and terrorised people, requires massive iryanUiitJoji with 
central coordination* & sterna i oppressive forces must not be allowed to relieve 
I ho bewiged va«t ten-ortate^ The forwR of the state nrast lie kept under pressure 
in many places simultaneously, The white supremacy masses must he forced to 
rotreat to Unir homes In order to give fl«ettdt| to their Individual families. 

The wuiijKtns of defetme employed by Afroainrrimn freedom fighters must con- 
sist of n jKjor njunV arsenal Gasoline fire bombs {Molotov cocktails), lye or acid 
bomba {made by Injecting lye or acid in the metal end of light bulbs) ran 1*? 
used extensively. During the night hours such weapons, thrown from roof tops, 
will make the streets Impossible for racist cops to patrol Hand grenades bazooka*, 
light mo Mara, rocket launchers, machine guns and ainmUnltion can bo bought 
clandestinely from servicemen, fliulom to make a fast dollar, Freedom fighters 
In military camps can be contacted to give Instructions on usage. 

extensive sabotage Is possible Gas tui^ks on public vehicles can be choked 
op with wind. Sugar Is also highly effective In gasoline llmw, lain* nails driven 
through boards and tacks with large hernia are effective to slow the movement 
of traffic on congested mad* lit night. This can niusr havoc on turnpikm De-rflilthg 
of trains causes jisnlc. Explosive booby trails on police telephone- boxes can be 
employed. High powered sniper rlfies are readily available. Armor piercing 
bullets will ponetratr oil atorn go tank* from a distance Phosphorus mutches 
l kitchen matches) placed in air conditioning systems will caune delayed ex- 
piwteim which w ill destroy expensive buildings.

The Afroaniericau earn 
w’Jil We need not submit, passively to racist extermination and brutality* The 
nice question Is America 1 * Aeldlles heel America** great abundance fa what 
makes America America, without It she would he n wretched land of chaos. Her 
economy Is already under stress and her military might is spread out tow thinly 
throughout the world.

They arc highly tu*- 
ceplible to panic. The majority w hite supremacist* da not command the loyalty 
of the entire race.

One of the most potent of weapons in the ur^cna) of modern warfare is being 
overlooked in our si niggle fur human rights. Hi II tons of dollars are hemp spent 
throughout the world in the battle for the minds of men. Psychological warfare 
cannot he viewed with Indifference toy any force or group concerned with the 
at niggle for Its survival, Psychologies 1 warfare stiotlld s«l.pj dement field or 
other operations nod sometimes the situation should be vh*e vltku. 

The mill mgr and nkitl nutni felted toy Afronmcrlcaiia in street demonstration h 
are not being property matched in the psychological realm of the struggle. So- 
called. 0*8. democracy l§ a product that the l .S, is trying to peddle to o world 
wherein n rmsf majority of the population is colored. America's projected plan 
of world domination mqoJTea it to seduce many of the dark people's of the world 
hy means nf hypocrisy and deceit t T ,S. racism Is indefensible, Even a great fwir- 
tion of the reactionary forces of the world are reluctant to run the risk of being 
branded as talc rout towards U-S. racism. 

It goes without saying that a plekei Hire Is most siiccfacgffcil When Jt effectively 
reduces the sole of an rH^entinl product of the adversary. The USA is making 
a dcHpern to effort to soil ^milled C'hriFtian democracy to the Multiracial 
world. One of the greatest potential barriers to l\S, success in this field is her 
complete mo ml bankruptcy in race relation*. The U-S. State Depart elu a it Is well 
aware of Ibe sensitivity involved Ui this problem. This explains the iltapropor- 
tlonment of Negro appointments to publicity reaping positions and the fin grant 
denial of human rights for the black masses in eases when? patronage is strictly 
moral and without propaganda benefits.

the savage Yankee, Yes. the truth shall help to make us free. Job discrimina- 
tion* dbrrimluaUon In hotiv-liag. police brutality, court frame-up, racist violence, 
and brutality must be brought to the attention of the entire world. It would bft 
shocking to most of our people to really know how little foreigners truly know 
about the nature of our oppressor and the barbaric conditions under which our 
people live In the affluent society of the w-ealtai free world Much of thj s lack 
of Information con tie directly attributed to failure on our part. 

As nn oppressed people we have actually cooperated with our oppressor hy 
allowing him to deceive our people Into believing that the U.S, race problem la 
no more than a JovpFs quarreL We have allowed Uncle Toms to help L\S. racist* 
to convince the jieoplen abroad that Negroes fare quite well In racist America. 
The brutal oppression of The Afroamoriran Is no inure a part of a lover's quarrel 
than is the bloody tiontheiiDft racist affair of South Africa. The Negro is never 
going to fare well In racHt America until ho forcefully brings about social 
changes. 

The Afroamerlcan should have no compunction about unleashing psychological 
warfare against the racist USA. A government as derelict In protecting the 
human rights of Its citizens as that of the USA forfeits its very right to exist, 
let alone enjoy the loyalty of those It oppre^wes. The racist oppressive govern metit 
of the USA Is doing everything within its power to prevent the true story of the 
horrible plight of Ihe masse* of our people from reaching the outside world. Thl* 


supporter of R^urh Africa nnd Portugal la even resorting to robbing the malts In 
a desperate effort to maintain n deceptive false image abroad, t -S. Information 
centers arc bring staked with Mack prestige magazine* like UliUN V. while 
militant publicatl dqs arc being pilfered and sabotaged by U*H, agents throughout 
thn world. 

Too many of our people are afraid of ttelng branded as being disloyal. Too 
tunny Negro leaders are more concerned with convincing [tie white folk'*! govern- 
ment bow much it can count on them and their dog loyalty than of dignifying 
the In ml nnd bringing Justice to all the people. The worriw ■‘dSaloyal* and "sub- 
vcrfiive" engender too much fear In a land that enjoys the heritage of patriots, 
who were disloyal enough to denounce ibe Crown of oppress ve and Imperialist 
England. The U.S, Government is an oppressive government It Is a racist govern- 
ment and until such time that It guarantor human rights to black Americans ns 
well as whites, tt is not worthy of the loyalty of Its black captives and decent 
white dissenters 

The peoples of the world are very much in sympathy with our oppressed and 
dehumanized people, when the true nature of our plight is brought to their atten- 
tion. Therefore, It Is ft duty of all who lalK>r for A f mam or I pun liberation to also 
strive to Inform the peoples of the world of the plight of the Afrnnmoricm It is 
also necewuiry to form foreign relations committees in all civil rights groups that 
truly represent the best Interests of the iieoplc, Thcso committees must compile 
lists of foreign news media and sympathetic groups and it n Lcndi a barrage of 
ret maw dealing with the renl plight of our people and the trite nature of the 
oppressor, who has pmel aimed himself savior of the world. Yes, wo must expand 
onr arsenal 

We must become proficient In the art of psychological warfare, the Achilles 
heel of the big bad racist oppressor. Yea, we must fight back violently and psy- 
chologically. We must defend ourselves, Belf-defensc men ns self-preservation 
and survival. Tict the whole world know flint we take onr liberation serlou^y 
and that we, like our black brothers of South Africa, ore not engaged In n petty 
lover's quarrel with the racist savages of America bat In a life ami death struggle.

HF* When we get that from so many white leftist groups they (urn off, At a 
certain point. Because, It seems to lm extremely difficult for them to ram- 
pleteJy free themselves of their white naUunnlLsm mid accept our right to self- 
determine (ion. And because We Intend 10 deal with the caste system first, that 
we don't raofttltuta n threat to Miclr existence, wo sec that It would h<? to our 
advantage to have the white left in charge of tilings 

But as we move along in our national liberation struggle, the white left is 
going to have to, very shortly. In the seven Ilea, accelerate Its struggle out! 
move from the political struggle to armed (druggie, And while you’re doing 
this, we must l>e doing what we have to do. And we* re supporting one another, 
What sort of specific programs do you have? 

HR You see, the concept of nation a I Lam, of s^pa rati kid* coes back to before 
the Garvey day a of tlic twenties. It goes way hack to the time when Mack 
people were first brought here. Spokesmen like Garvey eame nlong and aril ru- 
in red this feeling of nationalism nti the part of black people — the sort of dis- 
tinctive feeling that we were a separate people. And that we have our own 
separate way of life that we have to find. We have to find It, and put It to 
effective work; and then we can emerge as a whole people, and can really deal 
with other people on a basis of equality. And then Elijah Muhammad moved 
the Idea Of nationalism and self-determioatlon further, and Malcolm, wh+m 
he left the Nodon of Islam became more political. 

It has readied the point now where most black people have Gils feeling of 
nationalism, you find It extremely prevalent among the young, the high school, 
junior high school students, and many of the college students And the mani- 
festation of It la that the high school students thiw full liegan to struggle 
around the right to fly the liberation flag, the red, black and green flag, tbe 
symlKd of our aspirations. They also struggled in some schools around the 
right, to remain seated and not to participate in the pledge of allegiance to the 
American flag. This was done without any or ran I red group going Into those 
ftchooln and providing leadership. The concept has begun to take a hold In the 
black community, tbe students understand Hint that flag means more to them 
than the red* white and blue could ever mean* and they have to protect that 
flag and show it the mm e dignity, reopeet that the flag of any other nation Is 
shown, 

The business around tb* 1'nuthers is part of the total rebeme lo crush thn 
block liberation struggle. The Panthers are a convenient group to use because 
IF* a group Llmfc's team very mi 1*1 token, very distinctive kind of drew*, they talked 
nlwHii using the gun, find at the liegmultig they were dedicated to protecting and 
d e rending tbe Mack rant m unity. 

That was why Huey Newton was on the afreets, and directing the nrgnnlwe 
tlou. And then when he went Into prison and Eldrldge moved in* they began to 
move more away from the black community and begad to more Into alliances 
With white*, uot nillntires to begin with, hut they began to have more and more 
rant net with whites, white Influence coming into the Panthers party. Tt cul- 
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mlnftkMl with the call by Bobby Seale back hi June fur n convention to ftinu 
u United Front Against Fsrtcbuo, find It wn?i idgnrtksinfc to m Hint shortly after 
rlkii. Bnrifbr whs in prison himself, charged with conspiracy fn fTbicsgu. 

Then HjJy began to step up their campaign against the second*!? leadership. 
Their idea wits to so frighten black people that everybody ^niM tec wlmt would 
happen If yon Replied out of Hue. Sort of saying if you*re Murk acid In America 
and you want to do these tilings if we wimt to do the** 1 things to tdu, we do 
them. 

The whole Idea wan not to deal with the Fnnthrrs bebftnso the Panthers 
repr+ ^tM a revoluthmary threat to ihe t-uhthllslttnenf. No, iloi the rant hers, 
it's black people period. And t Ids whole more toward mtUnrUJl liberation (his 
in of conoam to the i-atiihl1tjtiiw*nt The fti£t that In the * i*acv nf one year, 
through their ow: j>olI*, they found that more than nf black people had 

jotneti the ranks * f those who say they would separate from this country If 
they could. In UK58 only C% were ready to separate. Now if* 31%. This !k thy 
thlPit that la disturbing to the MubHahtiiont 

All. They picked out the Panther* and they're trying to tree them to demoralize 
other blmdv people that are coming Into the movement. They give yon the Idea 
tluil: a rrislfl exists; tbefTI put trcrybody in Jail or on the run tend you're not 
safe finyphico to bore a meeting And this, kind nf stuff, which in trim, 1 mean 
they'll dr.i it, hut which kn't absolutely true so fur a?* the total black movement 

They just cltowe the Fanthora when the Panthers had just tfuTted* In late ’flfl 
I think* and then piey dllfeted everything that had happened — how Malcolm 
was ha ordered by the 01 A, King, they even deleted Khvs,, And they Just tinng 
an to the FmttbCr* to use that a a a demoralizing feu lure Itt demonstrating what 
will happen to v un, 

Wc feel that If you look fit what went on In the Sixties, and some of the stuff 
that Hoover s Keying was Just a small portion of this. Like In *65* when the com- 
mander of the National Guard in the Hough section nf Cleveland said that they 
were lighting guerrillas and they cuuldn’l catch anybody ami they couldn't do 
Anything, they were helping. And on in the buttle nf Hetrolt when the entire 
Mart community rose up mid fought the police and the national guard and the 
jjam trooper** This wasn’t any organisation, it wasn't any organised conspiracy, 
but it was the overall black community. 

And now the government has chosen the Panthers when they knew It was the 
black community. They jirnt wool to point the finger at them and try to use them 
to itfopfigandtaa themselves?. 

It’s so bad that they even went so far as putting police on TV front around the 
country. They have special programs they're running, +, You can trn<d your local 
policeman" kind of thing They had an hour thing on St. Louis* And In Kb Louis, 
hy the way, f think around 20-odd people got killed by a sniper and they never 
caught whoever was doing this. And the city lost thousands of millions of dol- 
lars. the city was paralyzed, it was like a curfew. It wasn't imposed by the policy. 
U w fi£ Imposed hy ibe jjenmtt or porsoas tbat were doing the sniping* And nil 
tbgsc things are part and pm reel of the liberation struggle that Is going on, that's 
being carried out and waged by black people* 

Have the womrn been taking an active p:irt In the struggle? 

AH, There’s no separate women's liberation, because we're oil black flist 
We don't feel separate opprmsloij hy wz* 

HF. We see them as citizen soldiers, 

AH. Womens liberation, that's Jimt a jive thing to divide people from what 
they’re frying to do. it doesn't exist, only lit certain people’s mind*. 

MH We puffer the samt 1 setbacks, we suffer the same jails, m- suffer the same 
brutalities* the name sentences 1 outside, the amine hardships. There’s no need 
for a se | ui rale struggle, 

AH. I don’t see any organization* on the left that wrre trying to operate and 
to do things that needed to he done. And 1 don't we any organizational structure 
that makes sense cm the left to have any viable organization like th* government 
may have, or even the John Birch Society* I ju*t nee a lot of talk mul nothing 
el me. Someone'* uolug to come along nod wash everything ft way and leave yon in 
charge and I think this woman's liberation thing is just a hunch of contra dic- 
tions that take up people 1 * time. The Mlriutemen don't have tluit problem. I 
would like to see ihe left develop the kind of orgaulzatlonal structures that axn 
lead and conduct the struggle rather than demons notion^ and all that. Some 
kind of organisation thnt has -oju& tauscle I'm n&t talking about ^aiaahihg 
be nk window.*-, that i* ridiculous. 
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6 o what I'm Ki.ving l* that by Jiifit looking at the Panthers I think people have 
fallen into a serious trick hag mui they like have your attention on something 
that '& [K. k .r[ Incut and MiaMs important, but la just a small of the total strug- 

gle of black peopm in America to gain their uutiunal liberation. 

You’ve spoken about the Panthers, I sort **f wonder how yota feel about sumo 
of tbu other Leading blin k groups like the Muslima, the League of Revolutionary 
Bla ck Workers in Detroit, sonic of these groups 
AH. You’re talking about DRl-M (Bodge Revolutionary Onion Movement)? 
Well 1 feel that all of these group* are relevant, and they add to tile black im- 
tlumiliwt cauue. Any action that you take In America the man la not going to let 
you have real power. He’ll give you a Negro or a black person in the plant to 
be your slavcmaster at that plantation. Just like Bhody McCoy [leading figure 
in Oit anhill-Brownsrille school de-cent ruliaa Lion disputed but you'd never hare 
control uvt r any dec Mon -making process of your life. And i think Unit all these 
orgauixatlonrt point tills up to black people dally through trying to improve the 
living conditions and the wages and everything. 

i think DRUM is a neceanary orgntiizatiom 1 think the Muslims are a real 
beautiful organisation and I think Hie whole thing about how they just came out 
and said what they were doing [establishing hlack-run cooperative farms in south- 
ern state*] with a lot of their funds was really beautiful and It proves what you 
can accompli once you unite black people. Thi* whole concept, turning to agri* 
culture and "doing for self I think is good, I think that they definitely have n 
great Impai r on black [adipic. Probably what will happen — 1 guess moat of the 
people In I MU M w ill eventually go work for the Notion o C Maim One of the 
things I'd like to *ee is that black college students, the ours that find it neces- 
sary logo to school. should go to agricultural school. 

And technology Bqboctti? [Another part of the Muslim program.] 

AH. I thluk more agriculture tlnin technology. If you put a big emphasis on 
technology* then you get Inlo problems with whore you' re going to get the ma- 
chinery from and all that But when yuur’e talking about developing for your- 
self- you know almost the same kind of thing Unit Cuba is talking about and 
that Xkrumuh tried in his country when the man dropped the market on cocoa — - 
that you can produce theac things fur ourselves, 

HF. 1 think that one of the i joints that Arthur overlooked about 1VHU.M and 
the Nation of Mam Is that they arc valuable in that they point out the contra- 
dictions that exist. 

The N i l ion of Islam baa shown that even Sf yon buy land, you got legal title to 
It, that a foreign government that sells you the land can si Ell step Ip and put the 
jjcople who sell you tin? land, in Jail aud charge them with having violated a law 
by dealing with a foreign corporation. They won’t even call the Nation of Islam 
a foreign nation hut they arrest and indict the two people who sold them the 
land on charges of selling, having business dealings, with a foreign corporation. 

And with I Mill M, I think th«> contradiction that will he shown there is that 
despite the fact that blacks orgriniae themselves Into separate unions that they 
will still he Just a minority group among the major white labor groups and labor 
unions. And that t hei r only hope Is to come lute a separate nation where a black 
union can function and where the owner ship of land is not based on a few 
predatory men selling it to you, or renting It to you really liven use the fact 
that you have Hint deed to if doesn’t mean that it's your land. It always belongs to 
whiH»ver Is in power bemuse their power Is based on land ownership and 
control, 

I think we have to go hack and look at the struggle and Ita implications In 
terms of blank people moving realistically toward* liberation and -«df -determina- 
tion. As long ns ere are ti colonized steeple the coloniser can do anything with us 
and to ua that he wnnts. For Instance* he can Attest anyone he wants, lie can 
arrest Hob Williams tomorrow. Hup has been arrested several Hines. And lie 
can charge you as u criminal and take you into court and prosecute you under 
the criminal code, when If we lire waging a national Llbernlloij struggle we know 
that these brothers are political prisoners. And that therefore pftlUhn) prisoners, 
the kind of treatment that they get in court during the time of incarceration is 
different than the kind of treatment that la accorded lo a criminal who lias 
violated tlip criminal code. Because the political prisoner, whatever he does. 
It Is an ml done to change bbt condl tl on b. He Is attacking the system to change 
his conditions 

Jf he has to go out on the corner and pat a gun In somebody's face or mng 
somebody he's Ft 111 a political prisoner , because that system has put such an 
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economic fcojuteeze qd him that llml'n the only way be can survive la the *yrteni If 
KHOWlit goea out to blow up the IfiSth .street bridge here between ASuuhatiarj 
untl the liroBJr that (» n political net hirjitue the iiere-un Is add revving himself 
to a political problem that confronts his [>eople, go he U ^ tying that this Is the 
only way that my condition can be changed and thin In the only way thnt J onn 
get you to deal with the condition that loi trying to get you to take a look at, 
trying to get you to address yourself to. 

So If we look II our struggle from that light I think that in your puhllciitJuna 
yon con deni with the fact that all black people, we consider any black person that 
lx Indicted by America lo be a political prisoner, nnd that therefore the treat- 
ment that political prisoners ure? given Is different Thar certain time* you 
give a political prisoner, you don't hold him under high ronmm. He «s n walk 
the -tm ls because you know he’s going to show up for his trial. He committed 
whatever It was he did as a political act- and therefore, since he's Heeklap n 
platform from Which to espoowe hie viewpolnta, hi a convictions, hi* program, that 
he'll he in court* he'll be there because this is bis foruin, this is she platform 
from which he can present his cam: to the world If there's enough publicity 
around It. So it n not necemry to hold 21 Panther* under $100,000 ball each, 
Bemuse these are not criminals. 

Willie button i& a criminal ; ho rob* a bank in order to live like the capitalist 
pigs who rm: the system. IE unc of Ihe brothers robe " hank it L no* fnr : Tiji r 
rrawuu It's lo put money Into the at niggle. 

All Anybody Hint** team active ran expect the maximum *'n ni Ihe court*. 

I think 
everybody that went to trial wan convicted except for one or two ruse* where 
IK^pk' tried to twiat that — say here's mmm kind of chancy and some kind of hope. 

Well, what I'm saying la if you're' going to have some kui.d of effective struggle, 
If yon want people to engage in armed struggle, you're going to have to remove 
fhnl tli read of hope, Quite frankly, black people have been in aimed si niggle, 
»ud that's what i m talking about when 1 say evaluate what has taken place 
In the Sixties. 

V"U have lo understand some of these ibSn^s that huvr to be done, lit order 
to create certain conditions ilmt create the total armed struggle, hike in Vietnam 
for about two years the triple In the smith had no contact with the people In the 
north irnd they were just sort of at louse eu<l* t but they kept on pushing and vio- 
lent things got buck together. And ail kinds of crises, devclopmenta and what 
have you ha ppened. 

Hnr 1 think it a important now to understand the thintrs that the p^fabllshinenl 
has Inatitutlonilixed to keep the struggle at a minimum level. It's important to 
understand these things, like civil rights. you know they've stepped talking 
about civil right*. Now I don't know whnt they're going to come nut and call it

I'm not saying, like, that with the 21 Bnnthers (or trial in New York! pmple 
shouldn't go down to the court. Bat at some point, the brothers that are arrested, 
they obviously crossed that line— that's why the man arrested them. But the 
people In that courtroom, they have to make isome decision to cross that line too. 
And until they cross that line totally, there's always going to he a few up there- 
on exhibition, on display, sort of telling people that IhN Is what you can get* this 
is what we can do to you.

administered upon u*. Once in New York Jr) ah workers, who thought that 
blanks were out to get their jobs, nuidascrcd* 2,000 and Injured another 8,000 
Macks. This Is a clear example of sti-calZod working class unity* From ISRO to 
31+18 some 50 years or so ago, 3,224 known lynch logs occurred. In IfJId, In 
Waco, Texas, 10*000 white working men and women and child ten cheered when 
Jesse Washington a 10 year old black mental deflective, mu burned alive In 
the public square. Youngsters were held high to watch hi* agony as the flumes 
crackled. Hla teeth wore sold at $15 apiece and the chain that hound him for Sft 
cento a Link, 

In Tennessee a black farmer and bis two daughter*, taking a wagon full of 
co« ton to & gin, were ambushed* all three were hanged from a tree nrtd the load 
of cotton was burned tinder their dangling bodies, A mob in Valdosta, Georgia 
lynched 3 innocent Negroes* the pregnant wife of one of the three cried at her 
hnshand's death so loudly that the mob seized her and burned her alive too. 
As the flamts enveloped Mary Turner's body, her unborn child fell to the ground 
and was Trampled underfoot; white parents held their children to watch. 

In Hast St. Louis Illinois In lOtT, white workers went on a Negro hunt ana 
massacred hundreds of innocent and submit Ire Negron*. In a single Parish in 
Louisiana after a Negro hunt In 187 0’s more than two thousand brown babies 
were gathered for burial. The Black man In America today la considered just so 
much excess dl rt under the racist white oarages foot* 

And even today these same savages are slaughtering thou Rands of innocent 
women and children in Vietnam. Even to the point that the mutilated bodies are 
divided up and handed out as sauvenJera or hell But many In our ranks doubt 
that such acta can happen to us again. They are too naive to see that the 
slaughter has never stopped, it baa merely changed arenas and our turn will 
be buck up again shortly.

Eight years can be a long time. With modern technology what ft !g today, one 
naturally expects a shrunken world to lie more susceptible to scientific, social 
and political change. 

Despite the fact that Bodety la In a perpetual and accelerated state of social 
transition and mutation, formidable p«x-ket*t af sociopolitical reaction perinea la 
the new scene. During my more than eight years of exile I have been near the 
center of the past decade's most astounding storms of social conflict and change 
I was In Cuba w hen Fidel Castro established the first socialist country tn the 
sphere of the Monroe Doctrine. 

t was In Cuba during the tense hours of Hie groat missile crisis and I witnessed 
Hu emergence of a new and different Cuba, In Cuba, I learned that It takes more 
than just a change of system or government to eradicate age-old social evils, and 
that all advocates of violent social change are not necessarily free of tendencies 
toward social injustice. 

In 16 Tj 6, after some differences with some uietnU-rs of the Cuban Com muni at 
Party relative to the racial situation in tin* Failed States. I found refuge In The 
People s Republic of China. Again, I found myself in the mld«r, of great social 
change. It was such a different world from what I had known that sometimes 
I felt that It was more of a dream than reality. 

Indeed* it was ft strange twist of fate that hud thrust me from the civil rights 
struggle of the little Southern town of Monroe, N.C-, Into the w orld arena of ■socio- 
political dislocation and revolutionary struggle, I Arrived lu Peking at the begin- 
ning of the Cultural Revolution and remained there through Its many critical 
stages until Mao Tse-tung emerged clearly as the landing factor In China's great 
quest for control of its own destiny. 

During my exile, I had the good fortune to meet and talk to revolutionary 
leaders such as Che Guevara. Castro* Ho Chi Minh* Pham Van Dong, Cbgu En- 
la I and Mao, The more I traveled nod exchanged views with people from nil part* 
of the world, the more difficult it became for me to reconcile myself to the fact 
Hint 1 wne unjustly accused as a kidnaper In my native laud. 

To be held in such high esteem by honorable peojjie from all parts of the world 
and to know that all who met and conversed with me were convinced that I was 
anything but a criminal, while the power wtrucliirp In America preferred to con- 
demn me rather than to evaluate my case on Hie basis af fact and Impartiality, 
ns a constant source of irritation and frustration , 

It was a source of continual anser to know that my only crime consisted of the 
fact that as a black bum functioning as chairman of the local branch of the 
NAACF I bad Incurred the wrath of the Kn Klux Kina and Its racist Content 
parades. Every minute of my exile, l rexented ha vine been forced from my native 
land by bigots who moved might and main to destroy me because of my Lnidstctiee 
that black Americana* tot^ were entitled to ennstituUtmal and human rights. 

Despite the fact that «** a black refugee from America 1 was accorded all the 
courteAica reservMi Tor friendly foreign dignitaries and honored guests, t was 
never really able to throw off my American condition lug. No matter where 1 went 
and how favorable I found the situation I could never forget that I was m\ 
"American Negro’* and that eventually I would cither luiva to sever my close 
spiritual tics with my oppressed ijcopte or return tn their Ibid. 

Exile can toe dramatic, hut there is really nothing glamorous About it. especially 
when one faces the prospect of being continuously banned from hJs homeland. 
Psychologically, my greatest stress came from the fact that I could never forget 
Unit 1 was unjustly forced out of America. If I bud left America other than as a 
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fugitive from white supremacy reprcssioni I could ««liy have resigned tuyself 
to n coo tinted life in China. 

In addition to my exile, my wife and two young booh were forced to hear the 
Annie Isolation from relatives. friend t* and the black p*yche that In found only 
In America* 1 saw my children grow up more pmtiricmt In other languages thitu 
la their own naflvp tongue, Environments free of juvenile delinquency, crime 
and pot were healthy for them, hut ns fur as total identity they were becoming 
foreigner!! to the entire world. 

I came back to America because I wanted to work for const motive change. 
I cfltne back because I wanted to work for peaceful relattona between the 
Chinese and American peoples. I came hack because I wanted to contribute my 
rare experience to the cause of liberation of my people. 

1 came buck because 1 am not a criminal and am not guilty of hating committed 
any crime X nwnt the law being used to deprive me of the right to live at home 
aim ply been use I ant conaid cred a black problem child* 

More than eight years ago. I left America to elude a vicious ami howling lynch 
tnob that carried the weight of tyrannical Southern law on Its side* 1 have 
returned in hope qf finding a new tendency wherein 1 would be JudgEd more on 
t he bn via of Impartial fact than on bigot ed em otion. 

T returned hoping to sec a new sense of human decency nnd justice override 
tLnlgtor tyranny, but it remains to be seen whether or not my expects tlona are 
out of proportion to the American capacity to abide by Us own ConatlLutiun- 

That nation which la inaensaie to the cry for social change and justice and 
insists on maintaining «u outmoded order of oppression forfeits Eta right to 
exist— America Is no exeejaloa* Yea, I have been an exile a broad— hut werst of 
all. I remain an exile today in my own native loud, for the black man ia an 
In terns! exile In America. Me la excluded from the inner circles of the +i American 
way of life.” 

The time has come for America to change* If she is to survive. America mast 
change ! 

Id It eoo much for black people to aak constitutional and human rights from 
America? I* It too much for a white American to la? expected to respect his own 
Cons tltut Ion and the Christian Injunction to "Do unto other* as yon would have 
others do unto you"? 

There is an awful etorm bunding up against Am erica In the world* I have 
aeon it Only through righteousness can America avoid disaster. 

I have returned to witness the approaching good or bad, and I have come with 
tho satisfaction of knowing that as I have emerged from exile nitron d r m shall 
my people poon emerge from the internal exile at h&rae. either in a greater* more 
humane America or in the smoke that once was America. 

His TUnreKOUttit 

Robert F. Williams, one of America's most controversial black leaders, la In 
Detroit fighting extradition to North Carolina on charges of kidnapping, Williams 
fled the United Elates in 11*01 after the charges were made, and lived In Cuba 
fttitl Red Chi Tin. He has written his story of those eight yearn for The News. 

William* was bom In Monroe, N.C, He worked in Detroit as a machinist after 
having served us tt marine wr^eiiHt during the Korean war. In 19&3 he returned 
to the ftroth, drawn by the Civil right* movement. 

What caused the kidnapping charges against him? On Aug. 27, Ififll, a group 
of black* inarched around the Monroe courthonse to protest ^gmgetloti, White* 
attacked them and rioting occurred. Later a white maple driving through the 
town's b lock neighborhood was surrounded by about auGamied blacks. Williams 
contends be took tho couple Into his home to protee l them, Polk? inter charg^l 
him with kid nap Eng the couple, claiming they held them hostage to gain the 
release Of demonstrators. 

William* asked for political asylum In Cuba, arriving there via New York and 
Canada, Lila wife and two son a joined him In 1066 he and his family went to 
Red China, 

In 1067, « year of devastating racial upheaval In I he United Rfntes, Pontiac 
attorney Milton R Henry fanned the separatist Republic of New Africa (ENA), 
with one of its goals neqult-itlon of Hie states of Alabama, Mlari&dppi Georgia, 
South Carolina and Louisiana for black*. The RNA In Detroit In 196$ elected 
Will him* president in absentia.
